STATEMEXT OF THE 


Jan. 28th, 1859.—I having commenced 

my oficial business in this county, 
& coanty court, which convened, aed Mr. 
James Rodeback: whe had before been | 
eppointell assessor and collector of the 
county of Cedar, took the oath and gave 
the bond required by law. 

On the ith of March following, the 
county court ordered a tex to be levied 
avd collected as provided by law. 

June 6, 1859, the assessor and collec- 
ter made his report of the assessinent to 
the county court, and among other things 
laid before the court an order of Col. C. 
F. Smith, post commander, the substance 
of which was, that no tax should be lev- 
ied or collected on any property, no mat- 
ter to whom it might belong, within the 
military reserve. Fairfield and Fort Ce- 
dyr were excluded from thi reserve. 

This caused a lengthy correspondence, 
which was reported to Ilis Excellency 
Gov. rnor and to the Leyislative Assem- 
bly last winter. | 

At the same session, June 6th, 1859, 
the assessor and collector reported the 
names of reveral persous residing in Fair- 
ficld, who refused to be assessed, etc.; up- 
on this Devereaux Goodale, prosecuting | 
uttorney, was Ordered to look into the 
facta, amd institute soch proceedings 
against all such persons as the law pre- 
scribes. But no legal steps were ever 
taken by him, for the reason, as he said, 
they agreed tu pay their taxes. 

At the Deecember session of the coun- 
ty coart, A. D. 1859, Mr. James Rode-| 
back was re-appointed assessor and cok 
lector, and ordered to preceed with the 
delinquent tax list, and to make an assess- 
ment for the year 1860. 

March Sth, 1860.—The taxes not being 
collected, the coupty coort made tbe fol- 
lowing order:—‘‘lt is ordered that the 
assessor and collector procecd forthwith 
to make an assessment of the taxable 
property in the tounty, as preseribed by, 
law, and that from those gho will be 
likely to move out of the county before 
the assessment is complete, he collect one- 
half of one per cent. for county purposes, 
and for Territorial parposes, the amoent 
prescribed by law, being one-balf of one 
percent. 

“It is further ordered that the assessor 
and collector proceed forthwith to collect 
the delinquent tax of 1859, with 10 per 
cent. penalty of all ,those who pay with- 
out a distress and sale of property, and 
of those who will not pay without a dis-

Judge Eckles ou the subject, and that 
Judge Eckles said he could not see why! 
the taxes could not be collected. Ac 
cordingly Mr. Kirk was apyoiuted depu- 
ty, but he never succe in collecting 
any taxes as this afiant finally believes, 


ever reporting any taxes collected. Ia 
this position matters stood uutil July last, 
when an effort was made to euforce the 
law relating to the sale of liquor. So 
soon as this was done the people met and 
passed sundry resolatious agreeing to re- 
sist the execution of the law relating to 
the sale of liquor, and the collection of 
taxes. 

These resolutions were sent to Z. Suow, 
Probate Judge, and by him shown tw this 
afflant. 

In Aagnst last, at the election held ia 
Fairfield. All the legal or illegal votes 
polled were cast for men whose names 
were on those resolutions. As this 
showed a singular state of affairs, Mr. Z. 
Snow invited those men with this affiant, 
and several more men of his friends in this 
Fort Cedar, to come to his house, take 
supper and bave a little talk together on 
the subject of the election, and those res- 
lutions.

AMOS KENDALL. ON THE CRISI&. 


Amos Kendall publishes another lette 
against secession. In reviewing the mes 
sage ofthe President, he says: 

“[ hare read this admirable and unan- 
swerable documeat of the Presidentagainst 
the pretended right of secession, but its 
force oa the public mind is muck impaired 
by the conclusion at which he arrives. It 
is very true that the Constitation confers 
me power on Cougress to declare or carry 
on war against a State, for such power 
would have been ivcousisteut with its 
leading principles. But it does confer 

er te cverce every citizen of a State 
detected ia the violution of its provisions 
and the laws of the United States. The 
wer is no way affected if the transfer 
be edstained by ull the authorities of his 
State who may become his accomplices, 
themselves penishable, not as State offi- 
cere but as citizens of the United States. 
The truth is, the right of the United 
States to enforce their own laws on every 
citizen of every State, no matter what the 
State may enact or resolve, is as perfect 
as wel peers right can be, Dut the 
times modes of its exorcise depend on 
circumstances, and to some extent on the 
discretion of the public authority.”

Mr. Jobn Cochran (N. Y.) submitted 
a preamble declaring a conflict of opinion 
dangerous to the peace and prosperity of 
the Union; aad proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution to establish a dividing 
line, similar to the Missouri Compromise 
line; prohibiting Congress from 
laws interfering with the inter-state slave 
trade, or the rights of slavebolders in 
transit or temporarily sojoerning in nou- 
slaveholding States. 4
